Backers of hand-sub developer find faith misplaced

People invested a lot of faith in Dick 
Hobmson when he came to Lompoc this 
time last year and talked about starting 
a promising new industry in town TTiey 
invested money too 
Now his former supporters would like 
to see him in jail According to them, he 
turned out be a con artist who enjoyed 
squandering other people s money 
You may remember from a Record 
story that 32-year-old Robinson claimed 
to have designed a hand-submarine for 
towing divers underwater, the URV-1A, 
and that his company. Underwater 
Research Inc.. would revolutionize the 
underwater vehicle market with an 
array of planned URVs 
“The URV-1A is just a beginning.” he 
told the Record “ We ll build up to seven 
or eight models, each one going up in 
size, depth, speed, range and price " 
He made the statement during a public 
demonstration at the Lompoc Municipal 
Pool as the mayor, city officials and 
Charles Carmichael of the Lompoc 
Valley Economic Development Associa­ 
tion watched a man glide smoothly 
behind a URV-l A prototype from one end 
of the pool to the other. 


Robinson announced that he was bas­ 
ing the manufacturing headquarters of 
Underwater Research. Inc. in Lompoc 
and the company would soon employ 30 
to 40 residents 


All he needed, he said, was a little help 
to get started .. 
He received help Carmichael agreed 
to help locate an appropriate building for 


the manufacturing 
A man on base 
backed Robinson with $10,000 and a local 
bank took unbusinesslike risks with his 
accmmt 


Some of his few employes agreed to be 
paid what and when he could afford to 
pay for the time being, doing so with the 
belief that they would be paid in full

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Supervisor Slater, sheriff hold 
verbal slugfest at board meeting

County Supervisor James M. Slater 
and Sheriff John W. Carpenter engaged 
in a verbal slugging attack Monday at a 
public session of the Board of Super­ 
visors. 
Carpenter termed Slater an “enemy of 
the Narcotics Task Force.” and the 
Third District supervisor from Goleta 
Valley responded by saying the sheriff 
had “ lied” in describing Slater, an at­ 
torney, as having an “ antilaw enforce­ 
ment philosophy.” 
The tirade of the pair against one 
another went on for minutes, before 
Board chairman Francis H 
Beattie 
finally restored order. But not before 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost, of Santa Bar­ 
bara. another critic of the sheriff, joined 
the battle. 
Backing up the sheriff was Lt. George 
Bregante. who heads the Narcotics Task 
Force Bregante joined the sheriff in 
making angry response to Slater's com­ 
ments a week ago which the law enforce­ 


ment officers said was demeaning to the 
task force and the Sheriff’s Department. 
Slater claimed the sheriff’s charge 
that Slater voted against the Sheriff's 
Department “ 98 per cent of the time as 
being “ lies.” He said he had voted for 
the task force and other special crime 
units of the Sheriff's Department and 
was compiling a record to show he was a 
supporter of “ legal law enforcement.” 
Carpenter and Bregante angrily up­ 
braided Slater, claiming he should have 
made inquiries of them before launching 
into making “ ludicrous remarks” about 
the Task Force. 
Slater, in reply, charged the sheriff 
with making unseemly statements about 
his law enforcement attitude 
without 
checking my record” as supervisor, at­ 
torney and former deputy district at­ 
torney. 
The supervisor claimed he had talked 
with other sheriff’s officers about a 
photo of Bregante holding a gun to the 
head of a suspected narcotics dealer. 


The picture appeared in a Santa Barbara 
newspaper and Slater and Frost said 
they felt it was posed and theatrical, 
later terming the unit as “ hotdogs" and 
emulating tv “ cops ” 
Slater showed he was especially in­ 
censed about a Carpenter statement that 
law enforcement “ perhaps will have 
something to say” if Slater runs for a 
Santa Barbara Municipal Court 
judgeship as rumor has it he is thinking 
of doing 


“ What we’re taking offense at is your 
intemperate loose remarks,” said 
Bregante. “ We re out there risking our 
lives. Maybe you would like to be making 
narcotics arrests.” 


Frost, who apologized for calling the 
task force “ hotdogs,” has claimed the 
Sheriff's Department has concentrated 
at times on making narcotics arrests and 
arrests of nude bathers at the expense of 
concentrating on solving violent crimes 
that are increasing 
Mao, Ford hold 'significant' talks 


PEKING (UPI) — Chairman MaoTse- 
tung, reported looking surprisingly fit, 
hosted President Ford in his Forbidden 
City home today and held nearly two 
hours of talks officially described as 
“ significant and earnest ... in a friendly 
atmosphere.” 
The meeting, clearly a diplomatic 
feather in Ford’s cap, ran one hour and 
50 minutes — an unusually long meeting 
for the ailing, 81-year-old Mao and nearly 


twice the time he spent with President 
Richard M. Nixon during his historic 
1972 visit. 
Hours after the event, the Chinese is­ 
sued a statement approved by the White 
House which said: 
"After shaking hands with each of the 
American guests, Chairman Mao had 
earnest and significant discussions with 
President Ford on wide-ranging issues in 
a friendly atmosphere.” 
Masked gunmen hijack train 
in Holland, kill 2 hostages 


GRONINGEN, The Netherlands (UPI) 
— Masked gunmen believed to be Indone­ 
sian separatists hijacked a train in 
northeast Holland today, took about 50 
passengers hostage and demanded a 
getaway plane. Police said they killed 
two of the hostages, including the 
engineer. 


Police and railway spokesmen said a 
band of about six gunmen stopped the 
Groninento-Amsterdam train this morn­ 
ing just outside the town of Beilen, 75 
miles northeast of Amsterdam. 


They herded the pasengers into one 
railway car and began shooting at 
“ anything that moved” in the area, in­ 
cluding a passing express train. 


A spokesman said police noticed some 
"packages” hanging from this car which 
could have been explosives fixed by the 
gunmen But police said the gunmen had 
made no mention of such explosives in 


their demands 
Two hostages were known dead and 
one tried to flee “ His identity is not 
known yet,” he said. A police helicopter 
saw the two bodies being tossed out of 
the train. 
Shortly before noon they released a 
child and two women. The gunmen gave 
the women a note for the authorities 
demanding “ a bus to Schiphol (the 
Amsterdam airport). At Schiphol an air­ 
craft should be kept ready to take them 
to a destination which they did not men­ 
tion.” he said 
The hijackers are believed to be South 
Moluccans who migrated to Holland 
after Indonesia became independent 
They are demanding independence from 
Indonesia 
Two South Moluccan negotiators vain­ 
ly tried to persuade the gunmen to sur­ 
render Instead they returned with new 
demands from the gunmen 
PUC gives residents highest gas priority 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - The 
California Public Utilities Commission 
today adopted an interim system of 
priorities for natural gas that puts the 
residential customers in the highest 
category. 
The commission said it was es­ 
tablishing priority classes because "the 
total supply of natural gas available to 
California has become increasingly in­ 
adequate in recent years to serve the 
total demand ” 


The commission said it was adopting 
an end-use priority system as “ the only 
fair and reasonable way to protect those 
with the least capability to convert to 
alternate fuels.” 


The PUC also said that mutual as­ 
sistance agreements between Pacific 
Gas & Electric Co and the Southern 
California Gas Co. should be expanded to 
assure statewide service for customers 
in the top two priority categories. 


There was no elaboration on specific 
topics discussed, but the very length of 
the meeting seemed to indicate China 
wants to maintain strong and di­ 
p lom atically cordial ties with 
Washington in spite of its opposition to 
U.S.-Soviet detente 
Diplomats said the terms “ wide- 
ranging” and “ significant” indicated 
Mao and Ford probably included detente, 
Korea and the thorny problem of U.S. 
support for the Nationalist government 
in Taiwan in their late afternoon discus­ 
sion 
Deputy White House Press Secretary 
William Greener called the Chinese 
statement "a fair description” of the 
talks. 
U S officials made clear long ago 
Ford would not have come to China had a 
visit with Mao — the ultimate diplomatic 
compliment China can pay — not been 
promised 
But the timing of the visit was kept a 
mystery until the President, Mrs. Ford, 
daughter Susan and Ford’s advisers sped 
off to Mao’s residence in Peking’s For­ 
bidden City in the afternoon 
And the length and cordiality of the 
meeting seemed to underscore China’s 
aim of treating Ford personally with 
warmth while scolding the United States 
for its detente policy 
Mao has reportedly suffered a series of 
strokes and grants such audiences selec­ 
tively, but a senior American official in 
Ford s party said the chairman was 
mentally sharp and seemed surprisingly 
fit. 
This official said Mao walked the Ford 
party to the door at the end of the visit 
and said rumors the chairman was 
wheelchair-ridden were untrue 
This official said Mao did have some 
difficulty speaking, however 
Other 
diplomats have said he often needs the 
aid of a lip reader in discussions with 
visiting dignitaries 
Mrs Ford and Susan left shortly after 
official picture taking had been com­ 
pleted — enthusing over Mao’s cordiality 
— but Ford stayed on to talk 
He was joined in the discussions by 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger. 
U S Peking envoy George Bush, national 
security adviser Brent T Scowcroft and 
Kissinger aide Winston Lord

Building and hired a secretary, both of 
which he did not need, believes Drake 
He also purchased expensive boat and 
diving equipment and ended up selling 
them for small change during the declin­ 
ing days 
"He was an extravagant guv.” said 
Drake’s wife 


He was a con artist.” said Drake. 
‘ He kept conning people with bad checks 
and they didn't go after him until it was 
too late ” 
During the brief time Robinson was in 
town his company made three or four 
more prototypes ami. as Phil Payne of 
Demersal Divers Supply and others put 
it, “ a lot of people got fleeced ' 
The man on base lost his $10,000 and 
others, it is rumored, lost money too. in­ 
cluding Robinson's father The bank got 
burned for few bucks on overdrafts and 
two former employes have filed claims 
for their back wages although they do 
not expect to ever receive a cent 
Even the telephone company lost 
money m dealing with Robinson 
Ironicallv. everyone concerned still 
believes that the URV-1A was a 
marketable idea of Robinson’s 
* It was a good product I'll never deny 
that.” said Mrs Cvach 
Pavne said, "It’s a good idea Very 
simply c onstructed He could have made 
more money that way than any other ” 
Today, Robinson — who modestly 
billed himself as a former race car 
mechanic and hobby diver from Arizona 
is supposed to be in Wisconsin trying 
to start Underwater Research. Inc over 
again 
“ I don't know how he can be stopped," 
Mrs Cvach stated 
When Robinson vanished from Lompoc 
this summer, so did the several URV 
prototypes

Brown urges 
major hiway 
fund change 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) 
The Brown 
administration today advocated sweep­ 
ing changes in California highway 
financing, including abolition of the 6<M0 
split between Southern and Northern 
California and elimination of the special 
gas tax fund. 
State Business and Transportation 
Secretary Donald E Burns also testified 
he wanted to wipe out the Highway Com­ 
mission and give back to the legislature 
and governor the power to decide where 
freeways will be built. 
In remarks to the Senate Transporta­ 
tion Committee. Bums conceded critics 
could argue removal of the 60-40 split and 
other constraints on highway funds 
“ would be to return to an era of pork 
barrel and put untoward pressure on the 
legislature ” 
Sen 
Randolph Collier, committee 
chairman and 73-year-old “ father” of 
California freeways, interjected that 
freeway planning was turned over to the 
Highway Commission in 1933 “ because 
the legislature and the administration 
got to log-rolling ” 
Bums replied. “ I don’t for a moment 
mistrust the legislature ” By putting all 
highway revenues into the general fund, 
he argued, lawmakers could have "max­ 
imum flexibility” in deciding priorities 
for California 
Collier then suggested elimination of 
the 60-40 split only for freeways to enable 
completion of Interstate 5 near Stockton 
and other Northern California projects 
The bulk of today's skimpy highway 
funds must go to Southern California 
because of the restriction 
But Bums later told reporters the 60-40 
split should be ended for all projects, not 
just freeways 
He conceded if the 
restriction was lifted it would mean little 
money would go for southern projects in 
the immediate future 
Senate President Pro Tern James R 
Mills. D-San Diego, has indicated Bums 
proposals have little chance of winning 
legislative passage 
In return. Bums said Gov Edmund G 
Brown Jr would veto Mills' bill raising 
gas taxes by two to three cents per gallon 
if it reached the governor's desk

Lompoc City Council is expecting to 
perform to another full house tonight as 
it confronts D-Dav (for Decision) in the 
matter of allocations for 1976 Com­ 
munity Development Block Grant funds 
A considerable portion of the audience 
is expected to be made up of senior 
citizens who have been collecting 
signatures on a petition in support of 
securing allocations in the first year 
grant for a new senior citizen center 
Council will meet at 7 30 p m in City 
Hall. The session originally had been 
scheduled to be held in the central ad­ 
ministration facility of Lompoc Unified 
School District, but because of limited 
seating there, it was decided to meet in 
council chambers at city hall 
In reaction to a resolution passed by 
the Commission on Aging on Nov. 20 
citing two alternatives on the senior 
citizen center. City Administrator Gene 
L Wählers has indicated he will ask the 
council to revise his original proposal on 
the 1976- 77 ( DBG budget 
Originally. Wählers had recommended 
that $188.000 of the anticipated $242.000 
available in the coming fiscal year be 
earmarked for fire station réhabilita 
tion. with $15.000 each going to a housing 
rehabilitation loan program and utilities 
undergrounding in the downtown area 
and $24.000 set aside for contingencies 
His revised proposal will call for 
dividing $200.000 between the fire station 
project and senior citizen center, $18,000 
for the housing rehabilitation program 
and $24,000 for contingencies 
One hundred thousand dollars would be 
adequate for initial remodeling of the ex­ 
isting city hall into a senior citizen 
facility, the second of two alternatives 
suggested as possibilities by the Com­ 
mission on Aging 
Many seniors are known to prefer the 
first of the two proposals, however, 
which calls for the construction of a new 
facility, costing approxiamtely $200,000 
To meet the necessary timetables in­ 
volved with the application for CDBG 
funds, tonight is the latest the council 
can act to remain on schedule.

Democratic hopefuls

Democratic presidential hopefuls split 
on energy policy today in seeking support 
at a meeting of the nation’s Democratic 
governors 
Sen Birch Bayh. D-Ind.. said if he 
were president, he would sign a major 
energy compromise bill now shaping up 
in Congress But Sen Lloyd M Bentsen. 
D-Tex . told the state leaders he “ cer­ 
tainly would veto” the measure. 
A third candidate, former Gov Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia, challenged one of the 
governors pet programs, revenue shar­ 
ing 
They were the first of 10 candidates for 
the party’s 1976 presidential nomination 
to appear at a day-long session of the 
Democratic Governors’ Conference 
About two dozen of the nation’s 36 
Democratic governors were expected to 
attend

An attempt to have the Board of Super 
visors give support to a county 
redistricting plan which would put all of 
Santa Ynez Valiev, including Lake 
Cachuma, into the Fourth District ap­ 
parently has failed 
Fifth District Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher of Santa Maria backed an alter­ 
native proposal put before the county 
supervisors Monday which would re-set 
district boundary lines to jibe with hts 
proposed plan for a separate county 
north of the mountains to be called Los 
Padres County 
The proposed boundary lines which 
would tie redistricting to a split county 
did not get the support of the board, 
however, after it was questioned by 
Supervisors Robert E 
Kallman and 
James M Slater, South Coast super­ 
visors 
Fletcher then voted against other 
recommendations of the County 
Redistricting Committee in a 4 1 vote 
The committee recommended the east 
portion of Santa Ynez Valley be kept in 
the Third District 
Planning Director Britt Johnson, in 
presenting the committee recommenda­ 
tions, exhibited the map which also con­ 
tained the idea of boundary lines that 
would tie in with the county split 
Slater immediately asked where the 


authonty had come from to present such 
boundary lines 
Fletcher said they came at a county 
work session attended by the super­ 
visors But both Slater and Kallman in­ 
dicated they had not known of it 
It developed that the suggestions came 
at the session “ but not at the official 
meeting" of those discussing the boun­ 
dary changes 
Slater asked Fletcher "why talk of a 
county split now’*” 
John Wiester, Buellton area rancher 
who heads the Santa Ynez Valley 
General Plan Advisory Committee, 
called on Beattie and the board to give 
assurance" the committee s Santa Ynez 
Valley agricultural preservation 
proposal worked on for yean would not 
be shelved once the valley goes into 
Beattie's Fourth District 
Wiester said the plan goes before the 
Planning Commission in January, then 
before the Board of Supervisors “ which 
authorized the study ” 
"I won’t make drastic changes im­ 
mediately 
Beattie said 
My intention 
is to have this committee heard I assure 
you that the committee will get a fair 
hearing " 
Wiester said he felt Lompoc and Santa

Fourth 
and Fifth Districts, 
The chief aim of redistricting 
is to equalize population in the 
five districts in compliance 
with state law under the one- 
man. one-vote concept. 
Planning Director Britt 
Johnson, explaining the com­ 
mittee recommendations, said 
that one alternative was to set 
up new boundary lines in such a 
way that the redistricting 
would fit in with the proposed 
county split advocated by 
Supervisor Fletcher. 
This concept was questioned 
by Supervisors Slater and 
Kallman. Kallman said his feel­ 
ing was that a proposed north- 
south county boundary line has 
not been set. and "logical” 
boundary lines should be con­ 
sidered 
—When First District Super­ 
visor candidate Sidney Smith 
complained that the committee 
re c o m m e n d a tio n s would 
redistrict him into the Second 
District by an eyelash, the 
supervisors voted to include 
both sides of Mission St. as well 
as the entire 13-13 precinct in 
the First District. Smith 
resides on the side of Mission 
St. which was proposed for 
redistricting Incumbent First 
District Supervisor Frank J 
Frost moved to allow Smith to 
run in that district. 
—But Lee Hockett. a busines­ 
sman who was intending to run 
for Third District supervisor, 
wasn't so lucky. He said after 
the hearing he should have 
protested that his residence at 
4671 Verdugo PI was about to 
be redistricted into the Second 
District "I should have told 
them ,” he said after the 
meeting 
The proposed ex­ 
tended Second District south of 
Highway 101 would extend west 
of Hope Ranch to La Roda 
—Changes in the recommen­ 
dations are being considered by 
the com m ittee affecting 
divided precinct areas west of 
Santa Ynez and on the South 
Coast involving Vista Del Mar. 
Beattie said he would oppose 
any move to extend the Third 
District west of Gaviota to take 
in the coastal stretch between 
there and Pt. Conception His 
district would take in the com­ 
munities of Buellton, Solvang, 
Santa Ynez. Los Olivos, and 
B a lla rd u n d er the new 
proposals. 
—Some concern was expres­ 
sed as to whether redistricting 
could be carried out in time to 
become official for the June, 
1976 Primary. Dec 29 has been 
cited as deadline for first 
reading of the ordinance and to 
reach it Kallman said he felt 
"sometime we’ll have to stop 
playing games.” 
- The boundary juggling act 
proposed by the committee 
would mean that 15,594 of the 
county's voters would wind up 
in different supervisorial dis­ 
tricts by the tune the June 
primary rolls around. The im­ 
pact would be something like 
this Total of 2.254 registered 
voters from First to Second, 
and 750 from Second to First 
Districts; total of 7.588 from 
Third to Second, and 3,114 from 
Third to Fourth; also 1.568 from 
Fourth to Fifth, and 358 from 
Fifth to Fourth Districts.

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Israel bombs 
Palestinian 
guerrillas

Israeli warplanes bombed 
F’alestinian guerrilla camps in 
northern and southern Lebanon 
today in massive raids that 
Beirut spokesmen said killed or 
wounded scores of persons 
A Lebanese military spokes­ 
man said about 30 Israeli air­ 
craft took part in the operation, 
the first such strike into 
Lebanon in nearly three 
months 
Lebanese and Palestinian 
Liberation Organization 
spokesmen said more than 20 
persons were feared dead and 
many others wounded 
Lebanese antiaircraft opened 
fire on the planes, but an Israeli 
spokesman said they all 
returned safely to base 
The raids came just a day 
after Israel rejected a UN 
Security council move inviting 
the Palestine Liberation Or­ 
ganization to take part in a 
debate on the Middle Fast next 
month 
Israel's military command 
said the warplanes struck a 
number of guerrilla bases near 
Nabatiyah. in southern Leba­ 
non. and near Tripoli, in the 
north 
The Israeli spokesman said 
the target bases belonged to a 
number of terrorist organiza­ 
tions. among them one of the A1 
Saiqa group Guerrilla spokes­ 
men said the targets were 
Palestinian refugee camps 
He said the raids began at 10 
a m and went on intermittently 
for 20 minutes 
A Lebanese 
military spokesman said the 
raids lasted one hour with at­ 
tacking aircraft making re­ 
peated bombing and strafing 
runs 
A PLO statement said the 
planes struck at the camps of 
Baddawi and Nahr al Bared 
near Tripoli killing or wounding 
at least 40 persons, while other 
raiders bombed the Nabatieh 


camp between the biblical 
towns of Tyre and Sidon. 
damaging surounding areas 
A guerrilla spokesman said 
the Israelis blasted a school 
house in Nabatieh which ‘‘for­ 
tunately was empty." and 
killed at least two civilians and 
wounded six others in the area 
A Lebanese Defense Ministry 
official said as many as 19 other 
persons may have died in the 
bombing outside the Nabatieh 
camp itself as bombs landed at 
points up to five miles away 
Israeli forces staged a big at­ 
tack on the Nahr Al Bared and 
Baddawi camps in February. 
1973, when assault troops came 
in helicopters and clashed with 
Palestinian commandos in the 
camps The casualties then ran 
to 31 killed and about 20 
wounded 
The Israeli government today 
gave the go-ahead for four new 
settlements on the Golan 
Heights in a defiant answer to 
the Security Council vote link­ 
ing renewal of the U N 
peacekeeping mandate to dis­ 
cussion of the Palestinian ques­ 
tion 
Religious Affairs Minister 
Yitzhak Raphael said it would 
be “ a typical Jewish answer" 
to Sunday's U N council vote 
that tied the Palestinian ques­ 
tion to renewal of the mandate 
of r N peacekeeping forces on 
the occupied Heights 
Four units of farmers are 
ready to move in to the already 
prepared sites, sources among 
the Golan settlers said 
.An Israeli cabinet com­ 
munique said new settlements 
would “ increase security on the 
northern border and strength­ 
en the settlements disposed 
along it " 
Israel has set up 18 settle­ 
ments since capturing the 
strategic plateau from Syria in 
the 1967 .Middle East war.

said defense lawyers must file a 
notice of intention when they 
plan to use a defense of 
diminished mental capacity 
“ I don't believe the govern­ 
ment’s demand is either appro­ 
priate or within the rules ’’ 
Johnson said “ It may well be 
that the defendant will inter­ 
pose no defense at all if the 
government doesn’t prove its 
case by credible evidence 
“ That's why it is inappropri­ 
ate to state intentions " 
Dunng the weekend. Johnson 
said insanity would not be used

ADVERTISING

WHAT SHOULD YOUR NEWSPAPER 
ADVERTISING BUDGET BE? 


Two questions that plague advertisers are: How can 
we make our advertising more effeeiive? How much 
advertising is enough? To find probable answers Vet’s 
take a look at the over all advertising picture. 


In a recent year $13.1 billion was spent on national ad­ 
vertising. (all media), and $10 billion more was spent on 
local adverti.sing. $5.7 billion of the $10 billion local 
expenditure wa.s sp«>nt in local newspaper advertising! In 
other words, over half of all advertising dollars spent, for 
all types of advertising done on a local level, were spent 
in newspaper advertising! Just looking at the figures tells 
a big story. 


J. C. Penney Co., in one recent year, did 15 billion in 
gross sales. The company spent, that same year, over $15 
million on national advertising, and about $88 million on 
local advertising, giving it an advertising coat to sales 
ratio of 2.06%. 


The same year, Sears, Roebuck, with Sales of over $10 
billion, spent $200 million on national advertising, and 
nearly $300 million on local advertising, and came out 
with an advertising cost to sales ratio of 5%. Obviously 
you can’t argue with success, but few local businesses are 
m the Sears’ or Penney’s ball park, and even fewer have 
been in busines.s long enough to build up the advertising 
accumulative benefits that such <^d and long established 
firms enjoy, to say nothing of the collective national 
advertising benefits that each branch receives from the 
ma.ssive national efforts in ail media. 


Advertising even affects the stock market Of 30 
leading national advertisers, representing a broad range 
of g(Mxls and services 
when compared with stocks of 
non advertisers — the advertisers’ stocks outpaced the 
market for a recent four year period. Six of the 30 stocks 
more than doubled during the four year period, while the 
market on the whole grew less than 10%, Conclusion: 
People who buy stocks heartily believe in the value of ad­ 
vertising. and are influenced in their belief by the image 
that advertising has created for the companies m which 
they invest their money. 


Advertising, in many companies, is the largest expense 
in their overhead, and it is planned this way, it doesn’t 
just “happen." And, why shouldn't it be when it has been 
proved by a company that without regular advertising 
they do not achieve the desired sales volume ’ Proctor & 
(iarnble. Ford, (’oca cola and other big, well known com­ 
panies could easily say. "we’re big enough and been 
around long enough that regular advertising is not really 
necessary - everybody know us." But no highly success 
ful business looks at advertising that way. They learned 
the hard way they can't afford to “kill the gooee that lays 
gulden eggs!" 


If you have been inconsistent in past advertising 
efforts, and now you want to get into it logically and 
thoroughly, you can certainly find value in taking the 
suggestions offered in the publicized advertising records 
of the "big boys” However, don’t plan to hold your 
advertising expenditures down to the exact same ratio 
because you can be certain they are getting considerable 
benefit from past advertising and the years of image 
building and product promotion that resulted. 


Go into your newspaper advertising campaign with the 
full knowledge that there are bound to be disappoint­ 
ments, as there are in all business endeavors. And, never 
allow your altitude toward advertising to deteriorate to 
the point that, when the going gets lough, you slash the 
ad budget first. Cutting your newspaper advertising 
expenditure when business is bad is like the astronaut 
who. on finding his load too heavy in his spacecraft, ejects 
fuel so he can travel a greater distance. It’s obviously 
foolhardy to "eject the fuel” that can propel your business 
vehicle forward.

This year things look much rosier The starting five from 
last year, as well as the sixth m an. are all back (although 
starting guard Chuck Van Allen is still nursing a bad ankle). 


If the league coaches had to vote on a favorite right now, 
they would likely pick the Braves. 
Our five guys right now are as good or m aybe better than 
any five in the league.’ adm its Ellison “ We have a trem en ­ 
dous am ount of experience, and if we can put it all together I 
think we have an excellent chance to finish pretty high in the 
league." 
The Braves of the past few seasons have usually moved 
down court at a pace no quicker than a brisk jog. setting up 
methodically in the shuffle offense This year they’ll pick up 
the tempo. 
“ The first thing we re going to try to do is fast b reak .” 
says Ellison “ We think w e’ve got enough size, speed and 
quickness W e've been practicing a lot on the break, anyw ay 
If we haven’t got a break going, we’ll go into our shuffle. 
“ We re going to try to press a whole lot We re going to try 
to get after people right off the bat, try to score as quick as 
we can. 
“ For the last couple of years. I think our defense has really 
been poor We’ve spent m ore tim e in practice on defense this 
year. We’ll still be prim arily m an-to-man, but w e’ll try to 
talk m ore, to be m ore team oriented.” 


Those all sound like great plans, and now all Ellison has to 
do is get his players to carry them out. 
A lot of the B raves’ success will depend on tne two Eds - 
Taylor and Evans 
Eddie Evans (5-8. junior guard), who averaged around 11 
points last year, will be the quarterback on the fast break. 
Evans is quick, shoots well, and does everything else that 
a guy his size has to do to m ake himself a big factor in a 
ball gam e 
Eddie Taylor (6-4 junior forw ard), has as much potential 
as anyone in the league. He was a starter as a freshm an, but 
up to now has kept a lot of his ability under wraps 
If Big Ed decides to get just a little m ean, push people 
around under the basket just a little, and take a shot now and 
then, he will cause all sorts of problem s for other team s 
“ Once again we re trying to work on him to improve his 
aggressiveness,” says Ellison, “ to challenge the defense 
m ore and to put up a t least 15 to 20 shots a gam e. He’s got to 
do that if we re going to do any good; he has to score in dou­ 
ble figures. He's an outstanding leaper. and h e’ll probably be 
our number-one rebounder again this year, but we just have

Heisman to Griffin 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Archie Griffin 
of Ohio State, the g reatest rusher in 
m ajor college football history, today was 
named w inner of the H eism an Trophy 
for the second year in a row. becoming 
the first player ever to win the coveted 
bronze statu e twice. 


Chuck Muncie of California finished 
second and Ricky Bell of Southern 
California w as third in a balloting of 888 
registered voters from acro ss the nation. 
Griffin received 454 first place votes and 
1.800 points to finish 1.070 points ahead of 
Muncie. 


G riffin, a 21-year-old senior from 
Columbus, Ohio, did not have as spec­ 
tacular a season statistically as he did a 
year ago when he rushed for 1,620 yards 
but once again he was unm atched for 
consistency. The 5-foot-9, 182-pound 
tailback extended his NCAA record for 
most consecutive gam es of gaining 100 or 
m ore yards to 31 before he was stopped 
by M ichigan in the se aso n fin ale. 
Overall, he gained 1,357 yards for 123 4 
y ard s p e r g a m e —th e sev en th b est 
average in the nation—and averaged 5,5 
yards per carry 


His four-year regular season total of 
5.177 yards rushing m akes him the first 
player ever to surpass 5,000 yards Ed 


M arinaro of Cornell had the previous 
career record of 4,715, although his total 
was accu m u lated over a th ree-y ear 
period 


G riffin's victory m arked the fourth 
year in a row the Heisman Trophy was 
won by a running back, and it is the fifth 
tim e that a player from Ohio S tate has 
received the honor 
L eslie H orvath 
(1944), Vic Janow icz (1950) and Howard 
Cassady (1955) w ere previous winners 
from Ohio State 


Until this year winning the Heism an 
Trophy as a junior had been regarded as 
som ew hat of a jinx 
Only four other 
players before G riffin ever won the 
Heisman Trophy as juniors and only one 
of those—Doak W alker—even cam e 
close to winning it again W alker won the 
Heisman in 1948 and finished third in the 
1949 balloting. Felix “ Doc“ Blanchard of 
Army, the 1945 winner, was fourth in the 
1946 voting but the other two w inners as 
juniors. Janow icz and Roger Staubach of 
Navy (1963), did not even place in their 
senior year. 


While G riffin had less yardage and 
fewer touchdowns (four this season as 
com pared to 12 a year ago). Buckeyes’ 
Coach Woody H ayes felt his sta r had the 
best season of his career. 


“Oh, I could let him run the ball 30 to 


35 tim es a gam e and get 250 yards if I 
w anted to, but I don’t w ant to get him 
hurt when the gam e is already locked up. 
He m eans too much to the g am e.” 
Hayes also praises Griffin for his un­ 
selfish attitude in putting the team 
before himself. 
“ The other players know w hat kind of 
a person he is and would do anything for 
him ,” says Hayes. “ I have never had a 
m ore popular player in thirty years of 
coaching 
He’s the greatest football 
player I have ever seen and yet he’s an 
even better young m an.” 
G riffin was the leading vote getter in 
four of the five sections of the country, 
with Muncie preventing a sweep by tak­ 
ing the F ar West vote. Muncie received 
145 first place votes and 730 points with 
Bell, the nation’s leading rusher this 
year, getting 70 first place votes and 708 
points. 
Tony D orsett of Pittsburgh, like Bell a 
junior, finished fourth with 616 points 
and Joe W ashington of Oklahom a, the 
third place finisher a year ago, was fifth 
with 250 points. 
O ther placers w ere (6) Jim m y DuBose 
of Florida, (7) John Sciarra of UCLA, (8) 
Gordon Bell of Michigan, (9) Leroy 
Selmon of Oklahom a (10) Gene Swick of 
Toledo. (11) Leroy Cook of Alabam a,

Jeff Grantz of South Carolina and (14)

But he m eant every word he was say ­ 
ing now about his buddy, his friend of 30 
years, little Nellie Fox. whom he had 
played against, played with on countless 
All-Star team s and been helped so much 
by during the tim e he m anaged the 
Washington Senators and Texas Rangers 
and Fox was one of his coaches 


T h e 
d e a t h 
of 
Nellie Fox did not 
come as any startler 
to Ted W illiam s, who 
knew 
tw o m onths 
ago the 47-year-old 
f o r m e r C h i c a g o 
W hite Sox second 
basem an w as suffer­ 
ing from term in al 
cancer 
N e v e rth e le ss. Ted 
W illiams still took it 
hard upon hearing 
Nellie Fox had died 
M o n d a y 
in 
a 
Baltim ore hospital 


As a person, an individual, vou 
couldn’t possibly beat him ,” Williams 
said from his home in Islarnorada. Fla,, 


“ and as a second basem an I rank him 
close to (Bobby) 
D oerr and (Joe) 
Gordon He had a helluva lot less ability 
and size than eith er of them , but he 
played the g reatest second base you ever 
saw One year he took at least a dozen 
hits away from m e, playing m e way over 
like he alw ays did, but I can't tell you the 
affection I had for him He w as a terrific 
little guy." 


Nellie Fox, with that perpetual chew of 
tobacco in his jaw and that choke grip of 
his on the bat, was the nearest thing to 
old Willie Keeler. He was the one who 
first said he “ hit ’em where they ain ’t.” 
Foxie did the sam e thing, spraying the 
ball over the infielders’ heads to right 
field, right center and every now and 
then left center 


In 18 seasons in the big leagues, most 
of them with the White Sox. Nellie Fox 
accum ulated 2,663 hits, nine m ore than 
Ted W illiam s. 
He fashioned a 
288 
lifetim e average while being nam ed the 
A m erican L e a g u e 's M ost V aluable 
Player in 1959. setting or equaling 10 
m ajor or A m erican League records and 
winding up with the Gold Glove Award 
four tim es. 


Fox broke into professional baseball 
with L ancaster, P a., of the Inter-State 
League when he was 17 and cam e up with 
the parent Philadelphia A s four years 
later Frank Lane, then general m anager 


of the White Sox, acquired him for 
catcher Joe Tipton even up in 1949 after 
the 140-pound Fox had put in his first full 
season in the m ajors and hit only .255. 


“ I had seen him and Bobby Shantz 
playing for Lincoln in the W estern As­ 
sociation the year before when I was 
president of the Am erican Association 
and I said to m yself, gee, if I ever have a 
big league club, I’d like to get those two 
g u y s , ” s a i d L a n e M o n d a y f r o m 
Acapulco, Mexico, where he’s relaxing 
between scouting assignm ents for the 
California Angels. 


“ Philadelphia w as getting ready to op­ 
tion Fox to Buffalo when I called Arthur

Nellie Fox would've been 48 in three 
m o r e w ee k s, on C h r i s t m a s Day.

Sports Q & A 
McKay's motive 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 


The tipoff: 


John McKay took the expansion Tampa coaching job for one 
reason only — security. (Which somehow USC didn’t provide him. ) 
The deal was nothing like the publicized $2 million. In fact, he will 
realize little more annually than he was getting at Southern 
California. The key is deferred payments, which will give McKay a 
nice nest egg in either five or 10 years, depending on how long he 
coaches, with $50,000 being deferred each year 


Q. What have running backs become the leading pass receivers 
in pro football? One recent week. Chuck Foreman of Minnesota 
and Lydell Mitchell of Baltimore topped their conferences in 
receiving. Is it fair? — J.W., Convington, Ky. 
A. I think not, Mitchell, for instance, was the leading receiver in 
the NFL last year and yet had an average per catch of only 7.6 
yards, which was exceeded in his own conference, among men who 
caught at least 20 passes, by 43 receivers! I think pro football 
statistics are neanderthal, considering the electronic help now 
available. I have advocated that any ball caught behind the line of 
scrimmage (which many of Mitchell’s catches are), not be counted 
as a forward pass but as a run. To the statistician’s howls ("What 
do you do about incompletions?’’), I say it happens so seldom they 
can be put in a special category. I also propose that forward pass­ 
ing yardage be broken up into 1) the flight of the ball, from 
quarterback to receiver, and 2) the running distance after the 
catch. So that Milt Plum, who specialized in dumping flare passes 
off to Jim Brown, wouldn’t rate among that top 20 passées in pro 
football history. Those safety valve passes are why running backs 
lead in pass receiving these days. 


Q. What ever happened to Tommy John of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers? — Steve Walkotte, Walnut Creek, Calif. 
A. Tommy, the veteran (32 years old) southpaw of the Dodgers, 
is still trying to come back from the shattering surgery on his left 
elbow in 1974. He had a ruptured ligament and most of the nerves 
in the area were torn loose from their mooring. He missed the ’75 
season and is currently throwing again in the Instructional League 
in Arizona. Ironically, Tommy was on the way to his best major 
league season, with a 13-3 record, when his arm went bad on July 
17, 1974, while pitching against Montreal. 


Q. Perhaps the number is just one or two, but I’m curious as to 
the number of Muhammad Ali’s ring opponents who have died 
since meeting the Invincible Lip. — Jay Bedecarre, Concord, Calif. 
A. The number is actually four. Since the former Cassius Clay 
started boxing professionally on Oct. 29, four of his foes have pas­ 
sed away, including the very first, Tunney Hunsaker. The others 
are Sonny Banks, Sonny Liston and Zora Folley. None of their 
deaths was at all attributable to fights with Ali.

If Americans won nothing 
else in their revolution of 200 
years ago, they won the right 
to have a say in the way their 
government functions and in 
how their representatives do 
their jobs. They won the right 
to vote, and with it came a 
responsibility and duty to per­ 
form that function whenever 
they had the opportunity to do 
so, and whether or not they 
felt voting was a fruitless and 
thankless task. 
In recent “election years” 
pollsters and prognostica tors 
have said over and again that 
barely a m ajority of the eligi­ 
ble American body politic 
would vote in a given election, 
and they have generally been 
correct. Indeed, they have 


been so close to the mark that 
politicians are now gearing 
their campaigns to that fact. 
And that situation has to be a 
bad thing for our political 
system generally. 
There are several reasons 
why voter rolls shrink. City 
clerks throughout the nation 
purge the rolls of voters’ 
names who failed to vote in the 
most recent general election. 
In addition, voters whose 
names, addresses or political 
affiliations have changed since 
the last registration are also 
removed from the voter lists, 
and must re-register. 
Whatever the reasons might 
be fo r your nam e being 
removed from the registration 
rolls, we urge our readers, if 
they fall into any of those 
categories, to re-register at 
least 30 days prior to the city 
council election in March of 
1976. Not only is the year ap­ 
propriate, but your vote may 
be your only way of letting 
your voice be heard.

details have been stated before, but they 
bear repeating. There are also some 
related details that have not been 
adequately aired here. 


Each of the three members will 
receive $36,000 annually to rule over the 
im plem entation of the collective 
bargaining 
law. One of the original 
members will be appointed for a term of 
one year; one for a term of three years 
and one for a term of five years. 


The following language in the law 
covering rem oval from office is 
significant: “ A member of the board 
may be removed by the Governor upon 
notice and hearing for neglect of duty or 
malfeasance in office, but for no other 
cause.” 


Personal preference and bias being 
what they are there are bound to be some 
problems on the removal procedures. 
For example, school employes on the one 
hand, and school boards on the other are 
bound to petition for the scalps of one or 
more board members if decisions on key 
questions go against them. Both sides 
probably know this, but at this point they 
are cooling their differences. Some touch 
of the adversary concept surfaced 
recently at Alisal Ranch at a seminar on 
the law. Readers may have followed 
some of the problems besetting the 
bargaining program for farm workers as 
a portent of things to come for the educa­ 
tion community. Hopefully this will not

tions of the Winton Act gave school 
boards the power to meet and confer 
with employe representatives and then 


act as they saw fit. The decision of the 
school board as set forth by the law, was 
final, and appealable only through the 
courts after that. 


One of the functions of EERB that will 
be watched closely during the honey­ 
moon period will be "to determine in dis­ 
puted cases whether a particular item is 


within or without the score of represen­ 
tation.”

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Zarb weighs move against Big Oil 


WASHINGTON 
Federal energy czar 
Frank Zarb is carefully considering a 
dramatic move to break up the giant oil 
companies, which have a stranglehold on 
the nation’s energy 
The cautious Zarb hasn’t decided 
whether to make such a bold recommen­ 
dation to President Ford, whose past 
policies have tended to 
tilt toward the oil in­ 
terests 
But a few days ago. 
Zarb asked Federal 
T r a d e 
C h a irm a n 
Lewis Engman 
for 
data to help him reach 
his decision 
Since 
Engm an may soon 
have to rule on an an­ 
titrust case against 
eight oil companies, 
he could furnish only 
public documents to 
assist his fellow regulator 
He tran.smitted to Zarb hundreds of 
pages of research, which contain stark 
evidence of how the oil industry reaches 
out to control natural gas. shale oil. 
nuclear fuels, coal and even geothermal 
energy 
Not only do the patricians of petroleum 
largely, if loosely, control the production 
of all these fuels, they also determine the 
flow of energy through the pipelines and 
transmission lines. 
The FTC data going to Zarb deals with 
Arco, Ashland, Cities Service. Continen­ 
tal. Exxon. Getty, Gulf. Mobil. Phillips, 
Shell. Standard of California. Standard of 
Indiana. Standard of Ohio, Sun, Tenneco, 
Texaco and other firms 
The concerned Zarb. himself a product 
of corporate America, has been slow to 
stand up to Big Oil. He is worried, his 
friends say. that shattering the industry 
into dozens of competing firms might 
simply lead to inefficiency and higher 
costs 
But Zarb. according to his friends, has 
felt some of the same frustrations that 
led almost half the Senate to vote for a 
bill that would fragment the oil industry 
Like too many other honorable men in 
the Ford Administration, he is also ap­ 
palled at the new revelations of payoffs 
by oil companies to influence congres­ 
sional votes on oil matters 
Footnote:

over the fact that 
every time there is a 
three-day federal holi­ 
day ending 
on Mon­ 
day, one of the areas 
of the city gets skip­ 
ped on Its regular 
collection day 
The city is divided 
into three sections for 
rubbish collection purposes Section A is 
the west side of H Street, Section B is the 
east side of H and Section C is the area 
south of ('ollege and east of A Street 


Section A receives pickup service on 
Mondays and Thursdays, ^ 'tio n B on 
Tuesdays and Fridays and Section C on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays 


.Monday holidays ob.served by the city 
occur four times a year, with the west 
side receiving only one collection those 
weeks 
This is where the prospect of rotating 
rubbish collection days comes into the 
picture 
One of the suggestions for solving the 
problem was to change the days trash is 
picked up every year so that the same 
district doesn’t have to endure the 
missed-collection situation all the time 
During informal discussion ot the mat­ 
ter at the council meeting, the feeling 
was expressed that the confusion that 
would result over changing the schedule 
every year would be more than the result 
was worth 


.Nevertheless the council would like to 
hear how citizens feel about the idea and 
invites input 


Sanitation Supt Jim Brightwell said. 
"What people fail to realize is that 


whether the city collects rubbish one day 
a week or two days, the same number of 
pounds are picked up ” 


He indicated that he is working on 
some alternatives for solving the 
problem which he will pre.sent to the City 
Council in the near future 


Meanwhile. Brightwell reminded resi­ 
dents of some of the provisions of the 
City Code with regard to rubbish collec­ 
tion 


The c(xle calls for rubbish to be put for 
pickup in 32-gallon metal or plastic 
refuse receptacles with a "tight-fitting” 
lid 


The empty container can weigh no 
more than 12 pounds, and the combined 
weight of the receptacle and its contents 
may not exceed 80 pounds 


Regulation plastic trash bags contain­ 
ing ordinary household trash and secure­ 
ly tied not only are permitted but are en­ 
couraged, Brightwell said It speeds up 
rubbish collection in that the sanitation 
engineers need not return to the curb or 
alley receptacle after putting the plastic 
bag into the pickup truck as they must do 
to replace a metal or sturdy plastic con­ 
tainer 


Brightwell also emphasized that 
refuse receptacles put out for collection 
either at the curb or in alleys must be 
removed from the public thoroughfare 
by 6 p m of the day of collection
